. SBOTION 1. That any person or persons firm company, or Fraudulent 
association who shall post or publish or shall cause to be pedigree. 

PQsted or published or shall liave recorded in any ~~blic Pedigree 

record book: kept for such purposes any fraudulent ~ ~~ or re. 
of any horses, cattles, sheep or swine shall be gullty of a . 
misdemeanor and shall upon conviction be fined in a sum of Penalty. 
not less than fifty dollars nor more than one hundred dollars 
for each offence and shall stand committed to the county jail 
until said fine is paid. 

SBO. 2. This act beinlt deemed of immediate importance Publication 
shall take effect and be in force from and after its pUblication clauee.

CHAPTER 67. 

PKOTBOTION OF BBBBDBRB OF TBOTI'ING AND PACING HOBBES. 
.. 

AN ACT to ~rotect the breeders of trotting and pacing hol'888 and s. '11'. 61. 
fair aMoenationa of the State of Iowa. 

Be it 61U1ded by the General .AaBemhly of tM Beau of Iowa: 
SBOTION 1. That it is hereby made unlawful for any person 

or persons knowingly to enter or cause to be entered under an 
assumed name or out of the proper class for competition or to 
compete for any purse, prize, premium, stake or sweepstake 
offered or given by any agricultural or other society associa­
tion, person, or persons in the state of Iowa, or to J;ive any 
horse, mare, gelding, colt or filly, under an assumed name, or 
out of its proper class, where such prize, purse, premium, 
stake or sweepstake is to be decided by a contest of speed. 

SBO. 2. That any person or persons found pilty of a vio­
lation of section one of this act, shall upon' conviction thereof, 
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be imprisoned in the penitentiary for a period of not more 
than three years, or imprisoned in the county jail of the 
county in which he is convicted for any period, not more than 
one year, and shall be fined in any sum not exceeding one 
thousand dollars. 

SEC. 3. That the name or any horse, for the purpose of 
entry for competition in any contest of speed, sllaU not be 
changed after once having contested for a prize. purse, pre­
mium, stake or sweepstake, except, as provided by the cOde 
of printed rules of the society or association, under which the 
contest is advertised to be conducted. 

SEO. 4. That the cl38s to which a horse belongs for the 
purpose of an ·entry in any such contest of speed shall be 
determined by the public performance of saia horse in anr 
former contest or trial of speed, as provided by the printed 
rules of the society or association under which the proposed 
contest is advertised to be conducted. 

SEC. 5. This act shall take eftect and be in force from and 
after its passage. and publication in the Des Moines Leader 
and the Iowa f)tate Register.

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CHAPTER 68. 

8TBAJI DGIlOI:S ON PUBLIO RIGHWAYS. 

AN ACT to protect persons and property from danger from steam 
engines on publio highways. " 

Bs it enact6(/, 7Yg tM "General.A88tmWly of tM Beau of IOUJa: 
SBOTION 1. That it shall be the duty of persons in charge 

of any steam engine being propelled upon the highways of 
this state wholly or in part br steam power, to stop said 
engine whenever it is one hundred yards distant from any 
person or persons going on said highway with horses or other 
animals until said liorses or other animals shall have ~ 
and sooner in case said ho1'&e8 or other animals become ~h~ 
ened before arriving at said distance. The owner or driver 
of said engine shall also keep a oom~tent man, not less than 
fifty or not more than one hundred yards in front of said e!lg'i.De 
to assist in controllin~ aDY horses or other animals being 
driven or used on wd highway until said hol'lile8 or other 
animals shall have passed by said engiDe, and it shall be the 
duty of said man to use all reasonable care and diligence to 
prevent the occurence of any accidents which might result in 
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
